Global supply of adult juice takes a slide

The world faces a wine short- 
age equivalent to 1.3 billion 
bottles next year after produc- 
tion slumped in France, Italy and 
Spain, the main suppliers, accord- 
ing to the biggest French wine co- 
operative. 

“Tt’s historic,” Bertrand Girard, 
chief executive officer of Groupe 
Val d’Orbieu, said Thursday at a 
press conference in Paris. “We're 
short of wine. We’ve never seen 
that in three or four decades.” 

The global shortfall is expected 
to be at least 264 million gallons, 
Girard said. That volume would 
fill more than 1 billion standard- 
size bottles. World production 
fell in the past decade even as 
consumption rose, according to 
data from the International Or- 
ganisation of Vine and Wine, or

Italy and Spain were depleted in 
the past two years, leaving no buf- 
fer to compensate for the slump 
in 2012 production, according to 
Girard.

We have no more entry-level 
wine.” 

European wine production is forecast to slide this year after drought 
hurt vines in the region’s south, the CEO said. Vineyards across Eu- 
rope suffered damage from winter dryness, a cold start to the season, 
hailstorms and a summer heat wave. 

Farm lobby Copa-Cogeca this week predicted wine output in the 
27-nation European Union will fall significantly in 2011. Grape har- 
vests in France and Italy may be their smallest in 40 to 50 years, ac- 
cording to the Brussels-based group. 

In the Southern Hemisphere, production in Chile and Argentina 
was “mediocre” this year, with only South Africa producing “correct” 
volumes, according to Girard. “Super harvests” in South Africa or 
Chile next year will fail to compensate for the shortfall in Europe, he 
said.

Down the drain 


Dry summer helps push 
Lake Michigan water level 
to near-record low

As Lake Michigan water levels have dipped 
lower and lower this year, so too has shoreline 
fisherman Patrick Finley. 

Aleisurely stand, cast and reel routine will no 
longer do. Actually catching a fish in such shal- 
low water calls for methods more extreme. 

“You literally have to lie down to land a fish 
with the net,” said Finley, 30, who has been fish- 
ing the lake for about 20 years and works at 
Henry’s Sport & Bait in Bridgeport. “The water 
is extremely low—the worst I’ve ever seen.” 

In fact, recent U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
reports found that water levels on Lakes Michi- 


gan anc Huren touched! the all-time bw tor 
October one day last week and are likely to re- 
cede to record levels in the coming months due 
largely to this year’s dry winter and relentlessly 
arid summer. 

As the water has ebbed, more than recre- 
ational fishers have taken note. 

Submerged rocks, trees and debris already 
have surfaced—new fixtures along the widen- 
ing shores. Lakers carrying weighty cargo, like 
coal, iron ore and limestone, have had to lighten 
loads to make it to harbor. And for a few days 
this month, the corps limited the use of the Chi- 
cago Harbor Lock to prevent river water from 
running back into the lowered lake. 

Though the lows have been driven by this 
year’s weather, Lakes Michigan and Huron have 
drifted beneath their long-term average since 
the late 1990s, stoking worries that the Great 


Lakes, which contin bith the work!s fresh 
water—will become a consistently diminishing 
resource in the coming decals. 

“People are concerned and worried and right 
ly so,” said Tim Eder, executive director af the 
Great Lakes Commission. “What we are secing 
could be connected to climate change. Hew- 
ever, it is also important to nate thar the Crear 
Lakes have always fluctuate:t.” 

Formed by retreating glaciers mare chan 
10,000 years ago, the Great Lakes have been 
compared to “a series of interconnected! bath- 
tubs” that hold an estimated & quadrillian gal- 
lons of water, according to che Gorcissnari. 
Water from Lake Superior—the headwater of 
the system—runs down to Lakes Michigan andl 
Huron before flowing into Lake Ene, aver Mi- 
agara Falls into Lake Ontario and eventually the 
Atlantic Ocean.

N.Y. appeals court 
strikes down DOMA 


NEW YORK A federal appeals court in New 
York became the nation’s second to strike 
down the Defense of Marriage Act, finding 
that the Clinton-era law’s denial of federal 
benefits to married same-sex couples is un- 
constitutional. 

The divisive act, which was passed in 1996, 
bars federal recognition of such marriages and 
says other states cannot be forced to recog- 
nize them. 

The 2nd US. Circuit Court of Appeals 
determined Thursday that the federal law 
violates the Constitution’s equal protection 
clause, ruling in favor of a widow named Edith 
Windsor, an 83-year-old lesbian who sued the 
federal government for charging her more 
than $363,000 in estate taxes after being de- 
nied the benefit of spousal deductions. 

The case centered on the money Wind- 
sor wanted back, but raised the question of 
whether the federal government can continue 
to ignore a state’s recognition of her marriage 
and financially penalize her as a result.

quately protect themselves from the discrimi- 
natory wishes of the majoritarian public,” 
wrote Dennis Jacobs, a conservative judge in 
New York. 

A federal appeals court in Boston made 
a similar ruling in May, but the moves are 
considered largely symbolic as the issue is ex- 
pected to eventually be taken up by the US. 
Supreme Court. 

“This court has a limited jurisdiction,” 
legal analyst Paul Callan said. “But this is a 
very favorable decision for those who believe 
that the Defense of Marriage [Act] uncon- 
stitutionally discriminates against same-sex 
couples.” 

Those who back striking down the law “be- 
lieve this decision will give them a very strong 
position arguing before the US. Supreme 
Court in the future,” he said.

Get ‘Smashed’ star 
Mary Elizabeth 
Winstead another 
shot... or, on second 
thought, don’t

To bond as married alcoholics for the Sun- 
dance hit “Smashed,” co-stars Mary Eliza- 
beth Winstead and Aaron Paul, appropriately, 
got drunk. 

“I don’t know what I really learned about 
myself from that particular night other than 
that I’m kind of a lightweight,” Winstead 
said. “[Director/co-writer James Ponsoldt} 
took us out and he had this whole bar crawl 
set up for us and all these cool L.A. bars he 
was going to take us to, and we made it to 
two out of like seven. Because I was just 
done.” 

A tequila-infused night like that is a rarity 
for the 27-year-old actress (“Scott Pilgrim vs. 
the World”), who grew up ina religious Utah 
community and is now a “glass-of-wine-with- 
dinner” person. 

It’s not that rare for her character in 
“Smashed,” which opens Friday. In the film, 
first-grade teacher Kate (Winstead) engages 
in a variety of drunken shenanigans that 
endanger her marriage to Charlie (Paul) and 
lead her to attempt to get sober. She seeks 
help from recovering alcoholics Jenny (Oc- 
tavia Spencer) and Dave (Nick Offerman), 
the vice principal at school. (Offerman’s wife, 
Megan Mullally, plays the principal.) 

At the Peninsula Hotel, Winstead talked 
about her drunken night with Paul and other 
preparation for the film, and if having Mi- 
chael Cera fight seven evil exes for her love in 
“Scott Pilgrim” made her husband feel like he 
had to step up and fight for her, too. 


How late were you out that night with Aaron 
and James? 

Not that late at all, ’cause we started pretty 
early. We had dinner, it was probably eight 
o’clock. We were only out till like midnight 
or something. [Laughs.] Because it just went 
downhill so fast. [Laughs.] 


That’s when you know yourre not in that 
mind frame anymore. 

Exactly. I don’t know that I ever really was, to 
be honest. Although I totally can very much 
relate to these characters and have tons of 
friends that can definitely relate to it. I was 
always the goody two-shoes, to be honest. 


Did it seem like Aaron had an easier time 
than you did? 

Yeah, although he was pretty far [gone] too. 
He took me up to my house and my husband, 
I sort of fell into his arms. He opened the 
door and he was like, “Aaron was pretty far 
gone too.” 


Was Aaron carrying you? 
No, [he] and James 
were sort of, they 
had one arm each 
[guiding me] up 
the stairs to my 
house. 


You went to 

AA meetings 

to research this 
movie. Tell me 

a memorable 
story or interac- 
tion from those 
meetings. 

There were a lot of 
women in their early 20s or 
even girls that were 18, 19, who 

were getting their one-year chip. And 

getting to see that and listen to their stories, 
it really hits home how easily that could be 
me or my friends, had my life gone down a 
different road, or had alcohol been some- 
thing I was predisposed to be really attracted 
to. It just makes you realize that no matter 
how old you are, if you have a {drinking} 
problem it probably stems from the first time 
you drink and it’s going to be a problem for 
the rest of your life. And I think that those 
girls were really lucky that they discovered 
that about themselves so early. 


How much do you feel people ignore warn- 
ing signs? In the film, your character pees in 
bed and on the floor of a convenience store. 
Ata distance you might say this person has 
issues, or you might justify it. 

I think exactly, still being in her 20s, even 
though she’s in her late 20s, it’s still like, “I’m 
young enough to get away with this. I’m still

cute, right? I’m still funny! 


“It’s charming!” 

Yeah. And I think you see that point in the 
movie where she starts to realize how not 
funny it is anymore and, “Oh, that’s actu- 
ally scary and sad and what am I doing with 
my life? I’m a teacher, I’m an adult, and ’'m 
spending my nights doing stuff like this. This

isn’t the picture I had in my mind of the 
type of person I was going to be.”

{Laughs.] No, like goofy, ridiculous. Go 

into jokey interpretive-dance-type thing. 
Whatever song is on I'll act it out. [Laughs.]} 
It’s ridiculous. 


Ihave to imagine being in “Scott Pilgrim 
vs. the World” and having Michael Cera 
fighting seven exes for your love may 
have put pressure on your husband. How 
much did he feel like he had to step up the 
romanticism? 

It’s true. Well, we got engaged shortly 
afterward, so maybe that was his thought 
process. “It’s time! I’m going to fight! I’m 
going to fight for this girl!” No, he loved it. 
I had the best ex-boyfriends ever in that 
movie, with Jason Schwartzman and Chris 
Evans and Mae Whitman and Michael 
Cera. It was the best possible group. So I 
don’t think there was very much jealousy 
going on. It was more jealousy that I got to 
hang out with those guys. [Laughs.]

(‘Abraham Lincoln: Vampire Hunter,” “Scott Pilgrim vs. the 
World”). She’s scarily believable in her drunken stupor and in her 
efforts to clean up with help from her vice principal (Illinois native 
and Mullally’s husband, Nick Offerman of “Parks and Recreation”) 
and sponsor (Octavia Spencer of “The Help”). The movie recognizes that it is possible 
to have fun when drunk, but not this kind of drunk, when the booze takes over and Kate 
continually wakes up outdoors, alone and disoriented. The change in her marriage to her 
heavy-drinking husband (Aaron Paul of “Breaking Bad”) as she tries to get sober is another 
startling wake-up call. 

Director/co-writer James Ponsoldt over-explains the “why” of Kate’s drinking, and he 
doesn’t unearth any discoveries that feel especially new or profound about alcoholism or 
co-dependency. He just articulates the ugly truth and the difficult, courageous road to 
recovery. You don’t have to be an alcoholic to relate to a story or regret that ends with, “I 
was drunk.”

Aaron Paul’s new 
on-camera addiction

“Breaking Bad” star Aaron Paul trades one 
addiction for another in his latest film, 
“Smashed.” 

In the film that opens Friday, Paul and Mary 
Elizabeth Winstead star as a married couple 
whose relationship is based on a mutual love 
of alcohol. While it may sound like familiar 
territory for Paul after his role as former high- 
school _ student-turned-methamphetamine 
cook and murderer in AMC’s “Breaking Bad,” 
he prepared for “Smashed” by documenting 
himself drinking with friends at his home. 

“There’s nothing worse than seeing an actor 
trying to play a drunk and it’s just so obvious 
that it’s acting,” Paul, 33, said. “I was excited 
about that challenge.” 

“T drank heavily and my friends filmed me,” 
he said. “I wanted to make myself look like I 
had a problem.” 

The experience and footage, however, were 
sobering. 

“It’s incredible what alcohol does to you; 
after each drink, you truly change quite a lot,” 
he said. “I’m definitely a happy drunk. I’m 
very loud. But it was somewhat painful the 
following day.” 

Paul’s preparation didn’t end there. (Read 
our interview with Winstead on Pages 22-23 
to learn more.) Paul said he was attracted to 
“Smashed” because it was “an honest story 
of a young married couple dealing with their 
own set of problems.” The screen couple’s 
relationship is put to the test when the wife 
decides to get sober. 

Since the critically acclaimed “Break- 
ing Bad” began in 2008, Paul said he hasn’t 
worked much during his down time. He has 
won two supporting actor Emmys for playing 


the gullible but foul-mouthed former student 
to actor Bryan Cranston’s mild-chemistry 
teacher-turned-ruthless-drug-kingpin. 

“I just haven’t found many projects that I’ve 
fallen in love with,” he said. “When you're on 
a great show such as ‘Breaking Bad,’ it’s hard 
to just jump onto something for the sake of 
working. You really want it to be special.” 

Years earlier, Paul’s challenges were quite 
different. 

After 10 years of small TV and movie parts, 
he struggled financially and had to seek his 
parents’ help with rent for several months 
before landing the Jessie Pinkman role in 
“Breaking Bad.” 

The success of “Breaking Bad” has given 
him financial stability and the Emmys have 
won him respect in Hollywood. As that series 
goes into production in December on the last 
eight episodes of its fifth and final season, 
Paul says he and the rest of the cast are brac- 
ing for a tearful farewell. 

“We know we only have eight more hours 
to complete this story,” he said. “We’re all go- 
ing to be a mess.” 

Luckily, new projects are keeping Paul oc- 
cupied. 

Paul is currently shooting the film, “A Long 
Way Down,” based on the Nick Hornby novel 
about four strangers who coincidentally meet 
on the same rooftop with the intent of com- 
mitting suicide, and instead end up forming a 
bond. 

Then, there are upcoming nuptials to girl- 
friend Lauren Parsekian. 

“It’s really exciting,” he said. “I buy wed- 
ding magazines and I’m happy to be involved. 
We're having a big themed wedding so it’s like 
planning a really fun party.”

It’s no surprise when a song by the Na- 
tional closes out “For Ellen,” which likewise 
is moody and gray and will try the patience 
of anyone unable to sink into the melancholy 
rhythms of its storytelling.

This thriller plays like the copy of a copy 
of a’gos flick, so that what was once grip- 
ping becomes vague and unintentionally 
funny. As detective Dr. Alex Cross—that’s 
really what people call him, due to his 
psychology degree—Tyler Perry appears 
uninformed that movie cops usually deliver 
some measure of coolness or toughness.

the assassin referred to as Picasso, makes a 
lot of crazy faces so we know he’s crazy. 

Co-written by someone who co-wrote 
2001s ‘Along Came a Spider” (the second 
and final time Morgan Freeman played the 
character created by James Patterson) and 
someone who helped out on the Schwar- 
zenegger flick “Collateral Damage,” “Alex 
Cross” suggests that no one involved knows 
how thrillers are supposed to unfold. (Cross 
receives cop advice from his mother, for 
example.) 

Director Rob Cohen (“The Fast and the 
Furious”) includes sadistic violence against 
women while simultaneously objectifying 
them; a female character that at once seems 
important is half-heartedly disposed of as if 
she wouldn't be missed. 

Part of Picasso’s opportunity to strike oc- 
curs because Cross opts to take his pregnant 
wife (Carmen Ejogo of “Sparkle”) out for 


dinner even though he knows there’s a killer 
on the loose. He’s no smarter as a father; 
Cross needs a reminder from his mom 
(Cicely Tyson) to console his daughter when 
tragedy strikes their family. He doesn’t even 
talk to his son. Cross also suffers no guilt or 
consequences for compromising his integrity 
in the name of revenge. 

Incompetent on every level, “Alex Cross” 
features motion sickness-inducing camera 
shaking that makes it impossible to see a 
climactic battle clearly. Ultimately it seems 
writers scrawled into the script, “Someone 
concocts a conspiracy or something,” but 
forgot to iron out the details. 

The movie contains zero intensity and a 
rapport between Cross and his best friend/ 
partner (Edward Burns) that reminded me 
of when Dirk Diggler (Mark Wahlberg) 
and Reed Rothchild (John C. Reilly) played 
fictional cops Brock Landers and Chest 
Rockwell in “Boogie Nights.” 

Obviously, all the best modern-day, 
Detroit-set thrillers recall campy, L.A.-set 
’70s B-movies made by porn stars.

In Savoy We Trust at Yusho 


Swap sweet Halloween- 
time cocktails for the 
classic Corpse Reviver

Candy corn shots. Caramel appletinis. Blood orange 
punch. Why does Halloween season drinking have to jack 
up your blood sugar faster than a bag of fun-size Snick- 
ers bars? If the thought of sucking down another pump- 
kin-flavored anything makes you want to hurl into your 
Gandalf hat, a classic cocktail such as the Corpse Reviver 
could be just your style. 

Despite the name, Corpse Revivers weren't created with 
the undead in mind—in fact, they were concocted as an 
energizer. “It was kind of like the Red Bull of the day,” said 


mixologist Revae Schneider of cocktail consulting com- 
pany Femme du Coupe. That’s exactly why the drink’s cre- 
ator, Harry Craddock, recommended imbibing them be- 
fore 11 a.m. He created two styles of Corpse Reviver, each 
intended as a hangover cure: The #1, a cognac-based drink, 
and the #2, a gin drink. If you spend your Halloween night 
in true zombie fashion— shuffling down the street, drool- 
ing and mindless—then a few of these the next morning 
should revive you faster than a hickey from Edward Cullen. 

Craddock first invented the drinks while bartending in 
London during the 1920s and’30s, making them at least as 
old as their hair-of-the-dog cousin, the bloody mary. And 
while the bloody mary easily is the more popular hang- 
over helper, Corpse Revivers are popping up on more 
cocktail menus around town. 

Three-month-old Wicker Park restaurant and bar The 
Savoy takes its mixology cues (and its name) from Crad- 
dock’s famous 1930 cocktail book, where the Corpse 


Reviver recipes were first printed. “They’re 
classics for a reason,” said bartender Deidre 
Darling. “It’s fun to hearken back to where 
cocktails started.” Darling combines classic 
recipes with modern, small-batch liquors. 
Her spin on the #2 called the Corpse Revival 
is made with St. George Dry Rye gin, lemon 
bitters, Pineau des Charentes aperitif wine 
and, of course, a kiss of absinthe —all of which 
make it less boozy-tasting than the #1. “The 
#1 is traditionally more stiff,” she said. “The 
#2 is accessible and classic at the same time, 
and it makes it easier to get into the whole 
trend.” 

Schneider agrees, citing the #2’s citrus 
notes as the key to putting that pep in your 
step, as well as its popularity. “When you see a 
Corpse Reviver on a menu, that’s usually what

you're seeing,” she said. “You’re more likely 
to have them over and over, because your 
stomach isn’t overwhelmed by sugar.” The #2 
prevails as a sweet-but-not-too-sweet classic, 
lighter than the less popular #1 without being 
sickeningly saccharine. And when so many 
Halloween-specific cocktails seem designed 
to give you cavities along with your buzz, this 
de-zombifying classic can hit the spot. 

If you’re going to order one, though, stick 
to places where it’s featured on the menu, 
as the proportions are easy to get frightfully 
wrong. “If you put in even a little too much 
absinthe, it can really throw off the balance,” 
said Schneider. “It’s a great, refreshing cock- 
tail, but it’s really complex.”

The crowds at Rockie Fresh’s shows haven't 
changed all that much since Rick Ross signed 
the 21-year-old Homewood-Flossmoor High 
School alum to his Maybach Music Group re- 
cord label in July. And Fresh (real name: Don- 
ald Pullen) still lives in the Chicago area when 
he isn’t touring.

because the DeLorean in “Back to the Fu- 
ture” needed to reach 88 miles per hour to 
time travel). 

Since inking his record deal, Fresh said he 
hasn’t made any big purchases other than 
paying his parents’ mortgage. His mother 
works in a church and his father worked 
at the Board of Trade. Fresh has worked at 
an Aldo shoe store and Argo Tea. Asked if 
his past bosses would consider him a good 
employee, he responded, “I didn’t get along 
with people, so probably not.” 

He called his high school diverse and 
credits his peers for introducing him to 
rock music he wouldn’t otherwise have 
listened to, including Paramore, Coldplay, 
Good Charlotte and Fall Out Boy. 

Not long after high school, Fresh was col- 
laborating with Good Charlotte’s Joel and 
Benji Madden on the song “Take Me Back 


to Teenage Crime” and then opening for Fall 
Out Boy lead singer Patrick Stump on his solo 
tour in 2011. 

“It was a risk,” Fresh said of touring with 


Stump. “The crowd received [my music] way 
better than expected. It could be due to the 
fact that my flow pattern is more chill and less 
abrasive than typical rap.”
